The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art, Feigen, Deo, and Le, teach methods of providing integrity assurances for 
transactions. However, the cited prior art fails to teach or suggest interrogating an 
electronic transaction terminal with an electronic security device to obtain an integrity 
metric for the transaction terminal measured by a trusted device contained within the 
transaction terminal after the last restart of the transaction terminal. As a result, the 
cited prior art fails to anticipate or render obvious the above-cited claims.
